Dear  Fellow  numismatists; 

I  am  pleased  to  be  writing  you  as  your  new  President  of 
the  Iowa  numismatic  association.  I  will  always  do  my  level  best  to  provide 
the  consideration  and  service  that  the  IN  A  deserves. 

One  of  my  goals,  as  President,  is  getting  new  members.  1  firmly  believe 
the  IN  A  is  one  of  the  best  state  organizations  in  the  country.  The  $10 
membership  fee  includes  three  issues  annually  of  The  Iowa  Collector, 
which  is  one  of  the  best  state  journals.  The  INA  also  conducts  an  annual 
coin  show  and  convention  with  free  seminars.  The  INA  also  worked  for  7 
years  to  get  the  sales  tax  repealed  on  coins,  bullion  and  currency  whish  is 
a  monumental  boost  to  numismatics  in  Iowa.  I  hereby  challenge  the  INA 
Board  and  INA  members  to  increase  our  membership  by  100  members  in 
the  next  2  years.  The  strength  of  any  organization  is  its  membership  and  1

2010  saw  a  large  upswing  in  the  precious  metals  markets.  This  has 
sparked  a  lot  of  new  business  in  coin  shops  and  coin  shows.  One  very 
important  issue  we  face  is  the  1099  reporting  clause  in  the  Federal  Health 
Care  Bill.  This  clause  states  that  beginning  in  20 1 2  any  business  purchasing 
products  totaling  $600  or  more  would  require  to  have  the  seller  fill  out  a 
1099  and  send  it  to  the  IRS.  The  consequences  this  regulation  would  have 
on  the  coin  industry  would  be  very  serious.  As  of  late,  it  appears  that  this 
regulation  will  be  repealed.  However,  the  INA  and  ICTA  are  monitoring 
this  very  closely. 

In  October  the  Annual  INA  Coin  Show  and  Convention  was  held  in  Des 
Moines.  Attendance  at  the  show  was  good  with  most  dealers  reporting 
satisfactory  business.  We  were  privileged  to  have  Gary  Henderson  speak 
on  his  new  Iowa  Trade  Token  book  and  Don  Mark  spoke  on  Iowa  National 
Bank  Notes.  Both  free  seminars  were  well  attended.  The  show  was  hosted 
by  the  Des  Moines  Coin  Club  which  did  an  exemplarv'  job.  as  usual,  in 
putting  on  a  well  organized  show.  Thank  you  to  all  the  Des  Moines  Coin 
Club  members.

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1856  -1858  Flyinji  Faj^le  Cents

Following  the  pattern  eent  issues  of  1854  and  1855, 
patterns  were  prepared  in  1 856  for  a  small  diameter  eent, 
one  with  a  really  small  diameter.  These  pieces  are  known 
today  as  1 856  Hying  eagle  cents. 

The  Treasury  Department  believed  that  changing  the 
cent  format  from  the  old  large  copper  style  was  a 
necessity.  Flowcvcr  as  virtually  every  adult  in  America 
at  the  time  had  been  accustomed  to  using  large  cents 
since  childhood,  an  educational  program  was  necessary. 

As  a  result  1 856  Hying  eagle  cents,  tiny  in  comparison 
to  the  large  cents,  were  made  in  relatively  large  numbers  for  a  pattern. 

For  many  years  the  1 856  Hying  eagle  cent  has  been  one  of  the  most  desired 
of  all  United  States  coins.  “Do  you  have  an  1 856  Hying  eagle  eent?”  was 
invariably  a  question  asked  of  an  experienced  numismatist  by  a  younger 
one  when  1  first  started  collecting.  That  time  in  1953  was  w'hcn  everyone 
seemed  to  collect  one  example  each  of  everything,  a  complete  set  of  small 
cents,  a  complete  set  of  nickel  Hve-cent  pieces,  and  so  on.  Today  ,  of 
course,  things  are  vastly  different.  No  one  can  afford  to  collect  one  of  each 
item.  Also,  the  availability  of  coins  isn't  what  it  used  to  be.  Given  the 
needed  money  it  would  take  much,  much  longer  to  find  the  coins  of 
comparable  quality. 

Nevertheless,  the  1856  Hying  eagle  cent,  actually  a  pattern,  remains  a 
“key”  piece  in  the  Hying  eagle  series.  Information  in  the  National  Archives 
relates  that  slightly  over  600  1 856  Hing  eagle  cents  were  obtained  from  the 
Mint  in  1856  for  distribution  among  congressmen  and  others  in  order  to 
secure  the  adoption  of  a  new  small-sized  format.  The  procedure  was  not 
unlike  that  used  in  1879  in  an  attempt  to  approve  the  $4  gold  Stella.  In  all 
probability,  the  1856  Hying  eagle  cents  known  today  in  Uncirculated 
condition  trace  their  ancestry  to  the  original  group  of  approximately  600 
pieces.  In  addition,  most  worn  specimens  are  original  pieces  that  found 
their  way  into  circulation. 

Most  Proof  1 856  Hying  eagle  cents  know  n  are  probably  restrikes  made  m 
1859-1860  and  possibly  for  a  few  years  after  that  time.  The  1856  Hying 
eagle  cents  occur  in  several  minor  die  sanities,  which  can  be  logical!) 
explained  by  their  issuance  at  different  times.  From  the  number  known 
today  1  would  estimate  that  somewhat  more  than  1,000  Proof  lS5o  Hmg 
eagle  cents  were  coined.  As  most  Proid's  went  ti>  csdlcctors.  wln'  paid  a 
premium  for  them,  whereas  most  Uncirculated  t>riginal  pieces  did  iu>t  gi> 


to  collectors,  the  number  of  surviving  Uncirculated  specimens  is  much 
smaller  than  that  ot  Proofs.  Uncirculated  examples  are  extremely  rare  and 
are  seldom  ottered  tor  sale.  However  when  they  do  come  on  the  market 
they  sell  tor  less  than  Proof  pieces,  for  Proofs  traditionally  have  been 
regarded  as  “superior”  to  Uncirculated  coins  (although  from  a  technical 
viewpoint  Uncirculated  and  Proof  coins  represent  different  grades). 
During  the  early  part  of  the  present  century  a  number  of  individuals 
accumulated  large  quantities  of  1856  tlying  eagle  cents.  The  most  famous 
of  these  hoards  was  a  spectacular  group  of  531  pieces  assembled  by  John 
Beck,  a  Pittsburgh  collector.  An  inventory  of  these  pieces  made  in  1931  by 
George  Clapp  revealed  specimens  in  all  grades.  Beck  was  a  hoarder  par 
excellence,  and  vast  quantities  of  common-date  gold  coins  were  found  in 
his  safe  deposit  box  following  his  death.  Many  of  these  were  simply  cashed 
in  for  face  value,  but  enough  rarities  remained  that  they  formed  the  subject 
for  several  public  auctions  conducted  by  California  deales  Jerry  Cohen  and 
.Abner  Kriesberg  during  the  197()s.  At  the  same  time  these  dealers 
distributed  the  53 1  1 856  fling  eagle  cents.  It  is  reflective  of  the  strength  of 
the  numismatic  market  that  this  spectacular  sale,  made  over  a  period  of 
several  years,  did  not  disturb  the  price  of  the  pieces. 

Today  little  distinction  is  made  between  original  1856 
flying  eagle  cents  and  restrikes,  in  fact  it  is  not  generally 
known  that  any  were  restrikes  .  The  point  is  possibly 
moot,  for  restriking  was  done  near  the  year  indicated.  In 
past  years  little  attention  was  paid  to  striking  coins 
precisely  for  the  years  dated,  and  many  similar 
examples  arc  known.  For  instance,  in  the  year  1879  only  15  examples  of 
the  1879  flowing  hair  $4  gold  coins  were  made.  The  reported  mintage  of 
415  1 879  Flowing  FJair  pieces  refers  to  the  1 5  made  in  1 879  and  400  pieces 
(also  dated  1879)  which  were  struck  in  1880.  However,  with  one  or  tw'o 
exceptions,  I  have  never  seen  any  differentiation  made  in  print  between 
“original”  and  “restrike”  S4  specimens.  In  our  time  the  1776-1976  dated 
bicentennial  coins  were  not  only  restruck,  they  were  prestruck.  Coinage 
began  a  year  earlier,  1975.  Interestingly,  “rcstrikes’  were  produced  for  a 
number  of  years  later  in  order  to  satisfy  demands  tor  collectors  sets. 
“Rcstrikes”  have  been  made  of  numerous  other  United  States  issues  as 
well.  In  December  1 899  coinage  was  effected  tor  the  1900  dated  Lafayette 
commemorative  silver  dollars.  In  September  ot  1983  the  first  1984-\V  $10 
Olympic  commemorative  gold  pieces  were  struck  at  the  West  Point,  New 
York  minting  facility.  Other  examples  could  be  cited. 

An  article  “1  he  1 856  I- lying  F’agle  Cent”  by  John  \  .  Jones,  published  in  the 
April  1944  issue  of  I  he  Numismatist  told  ot  the  pricing  history  (d  the 


Issue.  In  I K59  specimens  sold  for  S2,  a  high  premium  for  a  coin  at  the  time. 
Undoubtedly  this  price,  which  can  be  more  spectacularly  stated  by  noting 
that  it  is  two  hundred  times  face  value,  served  as  an  impetus  for  restriking, 
for  $2  was  a  good  day's  pay!  George  W.  Rice  formed  a  hoard  of  756  of  this 
date  around  the  turn  of  century,  subsequently  advertising  them  for  sale  in 
The  Numismatist.  Undoubtedly  many  of  these  pieces  went  en  bloc  to  John 
Beck.  While  such  hoards  have  staggering  values  today,  it  must  be 
remembered  that  when  they  were  collected  the  values  were  nominal.  When 
Rice  sold  his  pieces,  average  values  were  $10  or  less  for  a  coin. 

The  1 856  Hying  eagle  cent  ha  appreciated  in  value  greatly  over  the  years. 
By  1 954  the  price  had  risen  to  the  $300  range.  In  that  year  stack’s  held  the 
Anderson-Dupont  sale.  I  was  beginning  my  efforts  in  the  coin  business,  and 
a  client  had  requested  an  1 856  Hying  eagle  cent.  1  telephoned  Harvey  Stack 
in  New  York  and  asked  him  what  one  w'ould  cost  me.  He  told  me  in  a  very 
apologetic  tone  that  he  would  have  to  get  “close  to  $3 1 0"  for  one,  that  was 
what  a  specimen  had  realized  in  his  auction,  and  he  had  to  pay  close  to  that 
to  obtain  another  one  for  his  stock!  The  price,  it  turned  out,  was  a  bargain, 
for  a  decade  later  it  was  worth  almost  ten  times  more! 

The  1856  Hying  eagle  cents  were  struck  as  patterns.  Like  several  other 
patterns,  they  have  been  “adopted”  by  collectors  into  the  regular  scries,  so 
few  people  consider  them  to  be  patterns  anymore.  Indeed,  a  set  of  Hing 
eagle  cents  without  an  1856  would  be  deemed  incomplete  by  most 
collectors.  Many  other  patterns  of  the  1 850s  and  1 86()s  are  scarcer  than  the 
1 856  Hying  eagle  cent.  In  fact  the  1 856  Hying  eagle  cent  is  by  far  the  most 
common  pattern  one-cent  piece  ever  made,  but  the  demand  for  it  has 
propelled  it  to  the  position  of  being  one  of  the  most  expensive  issues  of  its 
denomination,  a  seemingly  illogical  situation! 

Following  successful  coinage  of  1856  Hying  eagle  cents,  thoughts  of 
legislation  turned  to  abandoning  the  old  large  cent  standard  and  adopting 
the  small  cent  format.  The  act  o  February  21,  1857,  did  exactly  that,  and  the 
small  cent  was  a  legal  reality.  This  inspired  a  campaign  to  exchange  old 
coins  for  new.  Struck  to  the  extent  of  more  than  17  million  pieces,  1857 
Hying  eagle  cents  were  distributed  through  the  banks.  In  the  yard  of  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  a  booth  was  set  up  with  a  sign  proclaiming  that  new 
cents  were  available  for  old  new  ones  and  other  coins.  The  1857  Hying 
eagle  cents  were  put  up  in  small  bags  containing  $5  face  value  (500  coins) 
each.  Large  cent  redemption  continued  for  many  years,  and  as  late  as  the 
mid- 1 870s  over  a  million  large  cents  were  redeemed  each  year. 

Cents  of  the  year  1 858  follow  the  same  design  as  the  1 857  and  depicted  on 
the  obverse  an  eagle  in  (light  facing  left,  UNI  FliD  STATFS  OF  .XMF  RlC'.V 
is  in  an  arc  above,  and  the  date  is  below .  The  re\erse  is  an  agricultural 
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wreath  composed  of  corn,  wheat,  cotton  and  tobacco.  The  entire  coin  is  a 
“copycat,”  tor  the  teatiires  are  not  original.  The  Hying  eagle  motif  was 
designed  by  Christian  Ciobrecht  and  used  on  silver  dollars  two  decades 
earlier.  The  w  reath,  the  work  of  .lames  B.  Longacre,  was  earlier  used  on$  1 
and  S3  pieces  in  1854.  The  copper-nickel  composition  of  the  coins 
consisted  ot  88%  copper  and  12%  nickel.  The  nickel  imparted  a  bright 
coloration  to  the  alloy,  wit  a  result  that  these  and  copper-nickel  Indian 
issues  for  years  w  ere  referred  to  as  “w  hite  cents.”  Flying  eagle  cents  of  the 
1858  year  are  differentiated  by  two  main  varieties,  those  with  large  letters 
on  the  obverse  and  those  with  small  letters.  An  additional  variety,  the 
1 858/7  overdate,  is  of  interest.  Unknown  to  numismatists  for  decades,  the 
overdate  came  to  light  in  the  195()s.  Since  that  time  it  has  received 
considerable  publicity  but  still  has  remained  scarce. 

The  Hying  eagle  cents,  coined  for  circulation  only  in  1857  and  1858,  are 
one  of  the  most  ephemeral  of  all  United  states  coin  designs. 

Trouble  developed  with  striking  of  the  motif.  The  head  and  tail  of  the  eagle 
in  particular  would  not  strike  sharply  unless  special  effort  was  made,  as  the 
wreath  on  the  reverse  was  opposite  in  the  dies  from  these  features,  and  the 
requirement  that  metal  How  in  quantity  in  both  directions  was  not 
satisfactory.  In  1858  a  very  extensive  effort  to  develop  a  new  design  w'as 
undertaken. 

Today,  1856  Hying  eagle  cents  exist  to  the  extent  of  probably  a  thousand 
or  more  pieces,  with  the  supply  augmented  in  1 970s  by  the  dispersal  of  the 
Beck  hoard.  Proofs  and  impaired  proofs  are  the  most  readily  available 
conditions,  but  worn  pieces  are  seen  occasionally,  remnants  from  those 
distributed  to  congressmen  and  others  of  in  Huence  to  secure  the  coinage 
legislation.  Uncirculated  coins,  those  surviving  from  the  original  striking 
of  approximately  600  pieces  are  rare. 

Regular  issue  Hying  eagle  cents  of  1857  and  1858  are  available  in  all 
grades  from  the  lowest  condition  through  uncirculated.  Proofs  ot  the  1 857 
are  quite  rare,  and  probably  only  a  few  dozen  exist.  The  1858  proofs  are 
know  to  the  extent  of  a  hundred  or  so  pieces  at  most. 

Numismatist  desiring  Hying  eagle  cents  usually  want  them  tor  inclusion  in 
a  type  set  ( in  w  hich  instance  just  a  single  date,  usually  a  1 857  or  1 858  will 
suffice),  or  for  part  of  a  set  Hying  eagle  and  Indian  cents  (wTich  are  usually 
collected  in  combination  with  each  other).

2)  Promotion  and/or  propagation  of  the  field  of  numismatics. 

3)  General  Character  and  Reputation  of  Integrity  and  Honesty. 

The  nominations  will  be  reviewed  by  the  INA  Board  w  ho  will  narrow 
the  nominees  to  three  finalists  (candidates).  A  general  election  will  be 
held  by  the  INA  to  detemiinc  the  final  recipient  from  the  three 
finalists.  Only  INA  members  in  good  standing  will  be  allowed  to  vote 
in  the  general  election.  (Board  members  w'ho  arc  nominated  must 
abstain  from  participation  in  the  review’  and  consolidation  of 
candidates.  They  do  retain  the  ability  to  cast  their  ballot  in  the  general 
election  once  the  three  finalists  have  been  chosen).
